' In 
her eftt-rt yefaterday, Mrs. C°l- 


cl«ugh said: "I loft Winnipeg In May, 
1894. for a three months' tvlp upon the 
wild waves of the Gieat Mackenzie ba- 
sin. Such a trlp,la poaslble only by the 
courtesy cf the Hudson Bay Company. 
I have visited Hud&on bay forts in 
storm-tosbed Lake Winnipeg, lonely At- 
tabasoo and wild Great felave Lake, 
from the International boundary line 
to the Arctic coast, on Labradoi's bleak 
Atlantic shores, the lonely llorda of 
Brltsh Columbia, and tho green isles> of 
Quoin Churl jttc Sound." 
It was in 1883 that the trip described 
was 
taken. The speaker traced the 
journey from the hotel up to Edmonton, 
the 
ultima thule of civilization, to 
them tho point of departure to the wide 
ranching empire of solitude. 
From 
there, on up the Mackenzie, 
through rapldn, eddies, swiftly shooting 
streams, the lectuier described thrilling 
ai3ventures, such as climbing up lime 
cllfis, shooting down stream, and camp- 
ing In solitaij' places. 
' These Indian native voyages were 
a never-falling study to mo," said the 
lecturer, "whether expediting all their 
strength or monotonously grunting In 


i time as they rose from their seats with 
i each stroke of the twenty-foot oar, on- 
i ly to sink hack with a sudden Jar, as 
| tlie dripping blades left the water; or

with marvellous celerity 


when the command was given to ship

IN A HUT. 


A very Interesting episode was a vis- 


It to the hut of some Esquimaux.> 


"Alter a while," tho speaker contin- 


ued, "the two wives come to the lodge, 
vigorously beckoning me to follow. I 
hesitated a little, for, as these tents are 
made of skin, dressed in oil to make 
them water-proof, the perfume Is far 
from ngiceabla. However, I was on 
thu alert for new experiences BO, amid 
tho laughter oi the res't, I started. Ig- 
noring t' e path altogether, they moved 
tawttid the edge of the bluff. As I did 
not caro about being precipitated head- 
first Into their establishment, I pointed 
to the' other way,1 und shook my head. 
The women understood.' the gesture and I 
led the %vay. A dozen dogs surrounded 
the 
opening and ma^e entrance ex- 
tremely difficult' The dogs havlr'g been 
removed by the aid of much kicking, 
the party entered." "Once Inside," the 
speaker so-ld s>ho felt much hesitation 
I»H lo the wisdom or hor position, re- i 
memberlng 
the reputation the tribe 
bore both for the kind of hospitality 
they were accustomed to exhibit, and 
the ferocity which characterizes them.

ENDLESS GRIND OFTHE SCHOOL' 


A Sparkling Address by Miss 


Mollle Conners of 


Oakland. 
• 


Yesterday's session of the Women's 


Congress was the most interesting by 
far of the meeting and Oakland was 
well repreaenited In it Mary Newberry 
Adams advanced some startling theor- 
ies iru regard to 'the education of chil- 
dren. She declared that every child 
who owed 'his education 'to pu'blio 
schools, should take an oath binding 
himael£ to *epay the State for hia ed- 
ucation iby toeing a worthy citizen of 
th« United States. 


Rev. Eliza Tupper Wilkes of this city 


spoke of the necessity of the beautifut 
in education, tending as It did to ele- 
vate the mental and moral character. 
She advocated decorating school rooms 
with care for the beautiful and the 
streets should fee made less hideous. In 
part s'he said: 


"I ibelleve that beauty i* elevating. 


Harmony of (sound, of color, toas been 
the most perfect expression of the Dl-j 
vine. Beauty and' simplicity go han<i 
dn hand. In our own country an earn- 
est endeavor IB being made to reach 
the beautiful in H'fe. Our own Keith, 
In opening his gallory to the public, Iras 
done his duty toward giving the pdor 
man hia hour of Inspiration and 'help. 
Elevate the taste of children and quiet 
disorderly little -on«8 by the charm 
beauty exercises over them." 
Mle» In* D. Cooibrttli of this city was 
the last speaker of the afteinoon ses- 
sion and read an excellent paper on 
"Poetry as » factor in Education." 
"That which I 'have to Bay Jn this 
paper," she said, "Is equally of protest 
and appeal—protest against, as I con- 
sider them, certain Intellectual evils of 
the day, and an appeal for the expres- 
sion of the higher Idfeals of thouglit. 
Utility, practicability, 'taste—these are 
themotlve powers of the day and in our 
selfishness tor speed and acquisition we 
are dally Increasing tine difficulties and 
suffering of the mass at humanity— 
the laboring classes—and are pushing 
from the face of the earth other forms 
at life which have just as eacred a 
right to their places on the globe as 
have we." 


MISS CONJJTBR&' ADDRESS. 


"The BsthetW "Element In Early1 


Education" was the subject of the ad- 
drees delivered by Miss Mollle Conners, 
editor of the Oakland Saturday Night. 
It has been generally voted the bright- 
est address so far delivered before this 
Congress. 
The address delivered without notes 
sparkled with wit, occasionally touch- 
ed the'softer chords In our nature and 
was logical and masterly throughout. 
The speaker 'began aa follows: 
"Ever alnce the (Hays when our good 
forefathers wrote the Declaration o£ 
Independence and began It with a 'pre- 
amble1 every publio speaker has been 
Inspired to go and do likewise. The 
preamble ie usually by way of apology, 
for shortcomings 
in 'the Immediate 


future. • * » 
"There were brave resolutions In the 
air In a certain newspaper den. There 
would come out of Oakland a paper 
which would show the older sister on 
,the other side of .the bay, the up-to- 
date spirit of the 'right side.' 
But 
alias, an editor1* life Is not a happv 
cm« and when the^ news gets ItseiT 
formulated, and t'h« quarts o£ Ink get 
themselves spread out In their proper 
Hieroglyphics, there <ls 'littte time l«<ft 
for esthetics—an element unknown In 
the modern newspaper office." 
The speaker told hJKv she had pre- 
pared elaborate notes, but had had no 
time to study them. 
(Finally, while 
crossing1 the ferry the wind blew them 
out of MS-SB Conners' h&nd, leaving her 
with only the memory of what she had 
Intended to say. 
"Education," she said, "has made 
very little progress as compared to any 
of the arts or sciences. For this there 
are some well-defined reasons. Ameri- 
ca is too new, has been too bu«y get- 
ting her growth lr» other ways, to- ad- 
vocate very much that is new along 
educational lines. Coming down to in- 
dividuals, one sees the professlun con- 
stantly weakened by the withdrawal of 
strong material. 
There have 
been 
great men, who have been school teach- 
ers. Very tfew have died school teach- 
ers, they have had other ambitions and 
'have used teaching only as a stepping- 
stone. The profession has always been 
full of wonderfully bright women, but 
they have never been able to do their 
best, because they .-have been hamper- 
ed by a narrow environment, because 
they have had llttlo-or no voice In tho 
government of the-school world. That 
baa been left dn thq main to trustees; 
who know little ln<Iacd off' the bis sub- 
ject called 'education.' 


THE liBAVENIUfG PROCESS. 


"The universities! ere only now be- 


ginning to leaven I* lump, that had. 
grown to tie a (burden too grievous to 
be borne. The spirit of inquiry Is in 
the air, the average citizen is be- 
ginning to inquire why there are no 
better results for the enormoua ex- 
penditure of time, money and child ef- 
fort. And, when the average citizen 
begins to Inquire, already the answer is 
in sight, while esthetics may t/e con- 
sidered the 'science of taste or beauty' 
the last analysis will ftnd' it Interwov- 
en with all that Is highest and best In 
every element of human nature. Rac- 
ial development should show in our 
children of today a much finer percep- 
tion of beauty, a keener appreciation 
of the artistic and esthetic. When we 
are studying the children we are not 
In an undiscovered country, we are on 
old familiar camping grounds. We have 
come faithfully over every step of the 
way and1 that knowledge ought to be

For it iii 
desperately Hard to lid bright n-iul hap- 
py, when hedged in a. prison of black- 
lined walls. How can any system ex- 
pect the best womanly development, 
when It keeps a heavy weight over tho 
heads of HE girls, whrn It crowds them 
with hated mathematics, from the time 
they enter the kindergarten till they 
leave the High Sohoul, making school 
life a deadly grind?

"But I speak conectly now. You 


said BO yourself. Auntie la giamrnar 
true?"

"I moan, Is it true, as flowers are 
true, as trees are true, as men are true. 
Did God make it, you know?" 


"No, 
man made it." 
"Then, all I have tn say Is that man 
made a mighty bad job of it," and tho 
book was closed with a bang. 
"Quite right you arc, Major Jim, there 


Is too little that God mads in tho whole 
school system, and too much for which 
man alone IB responsible, 
'And Nature, the old nur&e, too 
Tho child upon her knee, 
Saylne, 'Here is a story book, 
Thy father has written for thee. 
'Come wander with me, she said, 
Into regions yet unbred, 
And read what Is written there 
In the manuscript of God.

In a place where Nature la at her Best 
we have bidden her to take herself 
away. We have taki'n the little child 
from her knee, and It ho looks ever so 
longingly out of his prison windows, we 
call him back to the black-lined walls. 
The 'Manuscripts of God' -are ours for 
the asking, but we roll them away, and 
let the Ignorant powers that be substi- 
tute the 'State series of Text Books,' in 
all thellr hideous educational enormity. 
"After all, each little Ij6d, each little 
lassie, has a big life problem to face- 
later on. There are the trials, the Inev- 
itable sorrow that finds Its way Into 
each human life. When the burden is 
heavy, when the • weary. way deems 
.long, when the spirit .Is faint, it is not 
the arithmetic that will bring solace, 
not the grammar learned In ,the long 
ago.' But If one hair learned to love na- 
ture In the old 'days, to appreciate hor 
Infinite restfulness, It is to her that he 
may turn'. l.ike a tlrrd child, he reaches 
but all longingly, and she takes In her 
utrong arms', and rocks him, oh, BO vlov- 
Ingly to rest. 
"It Is that side of education, that fine 
esthetic side, that someWhere along the 
Hue wa seem to miss. There Is hope 
(or future effort. 
There will come'a 
time when the teaching force will 
bravely face • future.

DRY CAS DISCOVERY. 
Discovery at Corral 
Hollow 


Tbai I* Perplexing- 


Scientist*. 


Finding dry gas In the region, of Cor- 


ral Hollow upsets the theory of geol- 
ogists, who declare that there are no 
carboniferous 
formntlons In this re- 


gion. The theory Is that carbon gas is 
only generated where vast amounts of 
vegetable matter have been subjected 
to great heat and that all this region 
being the cretaceous formation or that 
it being a comparatively recent natural 
reclamation from the sea, ro great de- 


j posits of vegetable matter could exist 
to be thus converted into gas. The 
fact that gas exists and co*ne« to the 
surface with water in most places, does 
not seem to disturb the theorists or 
cause them to think it may find dry 
outlets by which it retains Its carton. 
The difference between the Qualities of 
the gas seems to be principally that, 
as water absorbs carbon very rapidly 
•the "water gas" of this region is simp-

sufficient to furnish light and povi ^r as 
the natural gas of the .East does and 
every peraon will hope that the nearen 
may be successful. As dry natural gas 
has been found on borne of the creta- 
ceous formations in the northwestern 
prairies it is not unieasonable to hope 
for It here, despite scientific theories.—

A close search was instituted for the

It la also currently reported that two 
boys who were in swimming the other day 
near the Island also saw the reptiles mak- 
ing for them, and they barely got out of 
the water In time to save their skins 


Attempts have been made to keep the 
matter of the escape of the alligators (al- 
ligatordiae Mlssisaipplensis) secret, for 
fear of alarming the people on the islana. 
but It leaked out in some manner, until 
now it is pretty generally talked about In 
that locality, though several who have 
not seen them refuse to believe the story 
and say that Dlxon has the crocodilian* 
hidden to work up a scare 


Attorney Spurrier, however, who hae 
large clientage on the Island, says that 
there Is no doubt that the animal* have 
escaped and are now roaming the water* 
of the San Joaquln adjacent to the Island*. 
Mr Spurrier believes that the fact* In the 
matter should lie made public, 89 that 
people may be warned against exposing 
themselves to the attack* of the alligator*, 
which are of the man-eating kind. 
It Is an III wind that blows nobody good, 
however, and if report* are true It Is like- 
ly that the country adjacent to the islands 
will again be a, breeding ground for ducks 
and geese 
The trouble for years has 
been that carp have eaten all the food 
which Is sought after by feathered game, 
thereby driving them to other part* of the 
country. There Is nothing that suits an 
alligator so much as carp, or a school of 
them, rather, with an extra allowance on 
Friday, and It is confidently expected that 
before a great while there will be no carp 
in that part of the river at least. The 
ridding of the river of carp would be quits 
a task for two of the huge water lizards, 
but they multiply very rapidly, and In a 
year from now there will be hundred* of 
them cleaving the waters of the San 
Joaquln unless the two now at large are 
speedily captured or killed. It will be a 
very difficult matter to capture them, and 
almost as difficult to kill them, a* to do 
this they must be shot In the eye, whlcn 
la the only vulnerable spot. 


If this is to ba done at all It must be 
done Immediately, as th« female has al- 
ready begun to lay her eggs In the warm 
sand, and a nest of them was found by an 
Italian gardener They were much larger 
eggs than he had been accustomed to see- 
ing, 
so he took them up to his ranch, 


where they were pronounced by a colored 
man as being alligator eggs. They were 
immediately destroyed, iwith the exception 
of a couple, which ara now on exhibition 
at the grocery store of Kobblns A Co. on 
Hunter street. 


The islanders have already begun to or- 
ganize for the extermination of the pe»ts, 
and have engaged Sharpshooters KroecK- 
el and Grant to score alligator eye* in- 
stead of bullseye*. 


It Is said, also, that Henry Voorman, a 
young man who lives on the Mokelumne 
river has also secured a couple of the am- 
phibians with a view to turning them 
loose near his place to exterminate the 
carp Voorman 1* very fond of hunting, 
but a* the carp have eaten up all the duck 
food near there he is compelled to go me 
eral mile* for ducks.

ly to sink back with a sudden jar, as 
the dripping blades left the water; or 
responding 
with marvellous celerity 
when the command was,given to ship 
their oars and float a little in some 
smooth.

lost. Five bags were produced, the to- 
bnccd cut and mixed with the weed 
which all carry to adulterate the to- 
bacco.

Five bags of moose-skin orna- 
mented with beads or of cloth with gay 
tassels lent additional- brightness but 
their head-gear wa-n the most remark- 
able. One had obtained a cowboy hat 
of light .felt, and the others were alike 
strange and incongruous." .

it to the hut of seme Esquimaux.! 


'"After a while," the speaker contin- 


ued, "the two wives come to the lodge, 
vigorously beckoning me to follow. I 
hesitated a little, 1'or, as these tents are 
made of skin, dressed in oil to make 
them water-proof, the1 perfume Is far 
from agreeable. However, I was on 
the alert for new experiences so; amid 
the laughter oi,the rest, I started. .Ig- 
noring "f-'e path altogether, they,moved 
toward, the edge of .the bluff. As I.did 
not'care'about being precipitated head- 
ntat into their establishment, I pointed 
to the' other way> and-shook my head. 
•The women understood, the gesture and 
led, the way. A-dozen dogs surrounded 
the 
opening and made entrance ex- 
tremely'dimcurL' The dogs havirig-been 
removed by the'aid. of much kicking, 
the party entered." "Once inside," the 
speaker said she felt much hesitation 
aa to the wisdom of her position, re- 
membering the reputation the tribe 
bore botih for the kind of hospitality 
they were accustomed to exhibit, and 
the ferocity which characterizes them.

One of the finest lots of fire-hose ever 


delivered to the city was tested at the 
City Hall yesterday afternoon in the 
presence of the members of the Board 
of'Public Works. 
. The hose was that which the Bowers 
Rubber Company was awarded the con- 
tract to supply sometime ago. 


The "jacket" or cotton covering was 


manufactured by the California Cotton 
Mills Company in Bast Oakland and 
was rubber lined by the Bowers Rub- 
ber Compajiy. This hose is a home 
product and is a great credit to the en- 
terprise of the above company. 
The pressure called for in the con- 
tract 
is 400 pounds. The ho*e was 
tested by Mr. Bowers previous to de- 
livery to the city and withstood a pres- 
sure of over CIO pounds. 
The special feature Is that the hose 
Is strictly a home product, and man- 
ufactured from the raw material by 
residents of Oakland. All other hose 
purchased by the city has been of East- 
ern make and is not nearly up to the 
home manufacture.

Congress was the moot interesting by 
far of the meeting and 'Oakland was 
well represented in it Mary Newberry 
Adams advanced some startling theor- 
le» in regard to the education of chil- 
dren. She declared that every child 
•who owed -his education to pulblic 
schools, should take an oath binding 
ihimeel-f to repay the State for his ed- 
ucation toy being a worthy citizen: of 
tlw> United State*. 


Rev. Eliza Tupper Wllkes of this city 


spoke of the necessity of the beautiful 
in education, tending aa It did to ele- 
vate the mental and moral character. 
She advocated decorating school rooms 
with care for the beautMul' and the 
streets should toe made leas hideous. In 
part she'eald: 


"I 'believe that :beauty if elevating. 


Harmony o£ eound, of color, 'has been 
the moat perfect expression: of the DU 
vine. • • Beauty -andr- limplieity go 'bantf 
in ihand. In our own country an earn- 
est endeavor te 4>einc made to reach 
th« 'beautiful In -life. Our own Keith, 
in openlng-hle gallery to the pu'blic, fras 
done-hia duty- toward giving the poor 
man 'his hour of inspiration and 'help. 
Elevate the taste? of children and quiet 
disorderly little »nea by the charm 
beauty exercises over them."

"The -BBtheti-e? "Element in Eartf 


Education" was. the subject of the ad- 
dress delivered iby' Miss Mollle Conner*, 
editor o«C the Oakland Saturday Night. 
It has been generally voted the bright- 
est address «o far delivered before this 
Congress. ' 
The address'delivered without notes 
sparkled, with wit,, occasionally touch- 
ed the'softer chords in our nature and 
was logical and masterly throughout. 
The speaker 'began as follows: 
"Ever sdnce tlie diaya -when our good 
forefathers, wrote the Declaration of 
Independence and 'began it with a 'pre- 
amble' every publio speaker :has been 
Inspired to go and d6 like-wise. The 
preamble la usually by way of apology, 
for {Shortcomings 
in 'the immediate 
future. • * . • » . - . 
"There were brave resolutions In the 
elr in a certain newspaper den. There 
would come out'of Oakland a paper 
•which would show the older »leter on 
ithe other side .of ithe bay, the ap-to- 
date gpirlt ot 'the 'right side.' But 
alas, an editor1* life Is not a happy 
one and when thej news gets itseiT- 
formulateU, and *h« quarts of ink get 
themselves spread out in their proper 
hieroglyphics, there is 'little time left 
for esthetics—ah element unknown-In 
the modern newspaper office." 
: 
The speaker told hffw she had pre- 
pared elaborate notes, but had had no 
time to study them. 
Finally, wWle 
crossing the ferry 'the wind blew them 
out of Mlsa Conners' hand, leaving her 
with only the memory of what she had 
intended to say. 
"Edoication,1'' she said, "has made 
very little progress as compared to any 
of the arts or sciences. For this there 
ere some weW-d«flhed reasons. Ameri- 
ca is too new, has been too busy get- 
ting her growth ira other ways, to ad- 
vocate very much that is n«w along 
educational lines. Coming down to in- 
dlviduajs, one sees th« profession con- 
stantly weakened by the withdrawal of 
strong..material; - There have been 
great men, who 'have been/school teach- 
ers. Very ifew have died school teach- 
ers, they nave toad other^amibitions and 
'have used teaching only as a stepping- 
stone. The profession has always 'been 
full of wonderfully bright women, but 
they have never been alole to do their 
best, because they .-have been hamper- 
ed ,by a narrow erevirornment, because 
they have had Iittle-x>r no-, voice in the 
government of the_sch'ool world. That 
has been left in th^ main; to trustees; 
who know little iridSed dfithe big sub- 
ject called 'education.' 
. .. THE LHAVENINO PROCESS.'' : 


"The universities! are only now be-! 


ginning to leaven:.» lump, that had; 
.grown, to 'be a fcurden too grievous to 
•be borne.. The spirit of inquiry is in 
ttoe air, the averige citizen :is be- 
ginning to Inquire why there are no 
better results for the enormous ex- 
penditure of time, money and child ef- 
fort. And, when the average citizen 
begins to Inquire, already the answer is 
in sight; while esthetics may 1>e con- 
sidered the 'science of taste or beauty1 
the last analysis will flndi it Interwov- 
en with all that is highest and best In 
every element of human nature. Rac- 
ial development should show In our 
children at today a much finer - percep- 
tion at toeatity, a keener appreciation 
of the artistic and esthetic. When we 
are studying the children we are not 
in an .undiscovered country, we are on 
old familiar camping arounds. We have 
come faithfully, over every step of the 
way and) that knowledge ought to -be

an analogy between the growth of man 
and the growth of th« race and suggest- 
ed the similarity between the life of 
a child and the' childhood of the race.

The Germans were most-.effective in 
their way of developing the esthetic in 
the child through literature.. They un- 
derstand best the writing of child stor- 
ies. In -this country we are inclined to 
forget esthetic essence, to overload with 
grammar, to analyize without end. 
"A vision comes to my miml," said 
the speaker," of a dear old' kitchen on 
whose step I sat many an hour, with a 
book on my-knee. It was before the 
day* when we picked everything to 
pieces in a. last analysis. Back and 
'orth went my good mother doing her 
house work with -many an admiring 
glance at my brother. He -was .taking 
the big kitchen clock to pieces, and all 
the many intricate bits of mechanism1 
were spread out before him. 
• ,., 
" 'You couldn't do that, said my moth- 
er with a glance of disapproval at the 
ittle dreaming girl. She might have 
answered 
that 'she didn't want to. 
The next day my brother put it alt 
together. And the clock 'never went 
again! When 
I listen to literature 


wink all along tlie, line, I want to say 
Your'e very thorough no doubt, but 
ypu'l! never .get it;together again.' • 
"It is not a 'fad,' it all-.means some- 
thing, It is the effect iof well establish-' 
ed causes. The color growth has been 
Blow in a measure, it- has come,.late; 
One will'riot find; ii in the older clas- 
sics. 
. . . ' . - . 
"But It ha* come.to stay and it seems 
that the fine esthetic. taste it repre- 
sents might-have at least a little room. 
There might be a -bit of brightness to; 
be absorbed by-aome little child. Hew 
can one expect- -lightness of heart in a 
room of black-lined walls? 
"With racial devlopment, has come 
a wonderful color appreciation, intensi- 
fied on thl* coast, with its intense col- 
or effects. A great wave of color seems 
to have suddenly rolled over the na- 
tion, aa is shown by the gorgeous color 
of the Easter Sunday service where 
the new bonnets shown resplendent in 
all their brilliant hues, very like, unto 
a Dutch tulip garden. Red is the. rage 
everywhere. Geranium, hats, geranium 
shoes, gearanium parasols. This color 
wave is not a Tad,'—it is the result of 
certain 
definite, well defined causes. 
The color appreciation in the grov/th of 
civilization has been slow. One finds 
little or none of it in the old classics. It 
Is here to stay, and one wonders, that 
its 
marvelous esthetic effect, is not 
more often made use of. The pity of it, 
that some of the brightness, could not' 
creep into the school room, and later 
into some little child's soul. For it is 
desperately hard to be bright and hap- 
py; when hedged in a. prison of black- 
lined walls. How can- any system ex- 
pect the best womanly development, 
when it keeps a heavy weight over the 
heads of its girls, when if crowds them, 
with hated ma-themattcs, from the time 
they enter the kindergarten till they 
leave the High School, making school 
life a deadly grind? What does it mat- 
ter in later life, wltether that inevitable 
pole that is in the-mud, air, and water 
at the same time ever gets itself mea- 
sured of all right? Who carea wheth- 
er the -hare ever catcl%« the hound? 
What matters it if the long example' in 
compound Interest will not come right 
to 
the uttermost mill? ' But it does 
matter that all. the 'puzzles, in which 
there is no true character training, is 
keeping out a. 'certain fineness of de- 
velopment, is crowding into the back- 
ground, that esthetic element; which 
later • makes the wonderful' charm of 
the truly womanly woman. 


LESS OF THE DAILY GRIND. 
"There must be less of 'the grammar' 


grind/ less Of the mental worry of the 
arithmetic treadmill, more time .for the 
esthetic fineness which later will find 
its expression in lifting the ideals ol' 
a nation. 


"For after all, wo are 
wonderfully 
funny, if it were not such a pity to 
witness our efforts; Our esthetic efforts 
seem to have expression when we have 
placed In some school room a. Saint Ce- 
cilia, a Slstine Madonna, and a Venus 
of Milo. We usually place them in a 
High -School, forgetful of the fact that 
all classic art ought to be so much a 
child's life that he would never realize 
when he first began to know them. It 
was a little boy named Major Jlni, he 
was wrestling with grammar, while his 
eyes roved restlessly to the green of the 
grass and the blue of the skies outside. 
"Say, aunties, why do I have to learn 
grammar?" asked the Major. 
"So you may speak correctly." 
''But I speak correctly now. 
You 
said so yourself. Auntie is grammar 
true?"

"Of course It's true."

"I mean, is it true, as flowers' are 
true, as trees are' true, as men are true.

In a place where Nature is at her West 
we have bidden her to take herself 
away. We have taken the little child 
from, her-knee, and- if-he looks ever so 
longingly out of his prison windows, we 
call him back to the black-lined walls. 
The 'Manuscripts of God',are ours for 
the asking, but we roll them away, and 
let the ignorant powers that be substi- 
tute the 'State series of Text Books' in 
all theiir hideous educational enormity. 
"After all, each little l*d, each little 
lassie, has.a big life problem to face 
later on. There are the trials, the inev- 
itable sorrow that finds its way-into 
each human life. .-When the burden IB 
bea.yy* when the. -,w**ry-..;,way -*eema 
long, .when the spirit .ia.faint, it la. not 
the arithmetic that will bring aolace. 
not ths grammar learned in,the long 
ago. But if one hm* learned to Jove na- 
ture In the old 'day*, to appreciate her 
Infinite r**tfulness, li I* to her that he 
may turn. Like •> tired child, he reache* 
out att longingly, and ihe take* In her 
strong arm»V jma rock* him, oh, fo lov- 
ingly to re*t

"It to that aide of education, that fine 
esthetic aide, that aorrnrWhere alone the 
line ire wem to mis*.

army of unemployed clerks and injured 
owners of real estate, made a hot and de- 
termined canvass among their friends and 
neighbors The department store was the 
ssue and thohe who opposed it carried 
:he day by a handsome majority 
The measure now befoie the Illinois 
Legislature leveled at the department 
store is the outgrowth of that movement 
The bill Is most sweeping and general in 
ts character In that State, as in Cali- 
fornia, special legislation is prohibited 
but the measure has been i-arefi^lly drawn 
by skillful lawyers to avoid this constitu- 
tional inhibition It has been made to af- 
fect cities of a particular class and dl- 
ildes the vailous branches of the retail 
trade into seventy-four classes respective- 
ly. To conduct a business in any one of 
these classes a merchant must take out a 
license, costing not less than twenty-nve 
dollars per year and must besides comply 
with the stringent provisions of the new- 
law, the penalty for violation of which 1 
fine and imprisonment In his application 
for a license the dealer must state what 
class and kind of goods he proposes to 
handle and the license is granted only 
for the line named in his application The 
act also prevents an assignment of the li- 
cense or the use of more than one license 
in one building under a general superin- 
tendeney or management A violation of 
the terms or of the spirit of the act is 
punishable by a revocation of the license 
and perpetual forfeiture of the right to 
take out a new peimit 
During the late Chicago elpction is was 


forcibly pointed out that the down town 
department stores had enlarged their op- 
erations to such an extent that every 
conceivable thing vital to the existence
